The Bureau of the Census traces -its lineage back to the Constitution of

The first census was taken in 1790' under the direction of Secretary of 
State Tfiomas Jefferson." Through 1900 the census grganization was, tempo- * 
rary, built up before each decennial- census and disbanded- after the work 
, was finished.. In early censuses the enumeration was supervised by U.S. 

J .marshals who rarely were able to give the task adequate time and -atten- 

\ / . ti'on.' In 1902, the Congresq/set up a permanent office to take the census • 

and" collect other statistics. At first the office was in the Department 
; . of the Interior, but since 1913 it has been part of the Department of ' 

..u^^ Commerce. Today, the U.S. Bureau/of the Censue.is the principal general- 
purpose statistical agehcyof the. Federal Government. There are several 
other large statistical agencies (Bureau of Labor Statistics, National 
Center for Educational Statistics, etc.) and jdozens of agencies which 
generate additional sti^tistics related to their own programs. Nonetheless, 
the Cenaus Bureau is the source of the. btoddest range of federally produced 
data, conducting censuses of population and housing, .^manufactures, business, 
agriculture, governments^ construction and mineral industries, and a wide

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Bi _ Organization 

The Bureau of the Census is organized in accordance with two major subject 
areas: •.'demographic" fields, having to do with data about people and 
their h6using; and "economic". fields, having to do with data about busi- 
ness or -industrial establishfllents, farms, and local governments. Other 
units in the Bureau service both demographic and economic fi-telds, e.g., 
data user services, field collection, geography, and statistical research. ' 

The headquarters of the Bureau of the Census is in Suitland, Maryland, a 
. suFburb of Washington, D.C. Most data-collection activities are carried" 
out through 12 regional offices around the country. 

Secti on II: CENSUSES, SURVEYS, AND ADMINISTRATIVE RECORDS 

Data are collected in one of three ways: by censuses, by surveys, or from . 

_adfnini3trative records. A pensus is a complete count, of a^fopulation. The 
census of population arid. housing taken every 10 yeafs^ (the "decennial" census) 
reaches every household in the c.ountry. There are other, lesser known censuses: 
of retail trade, of manufactures, of governments, and so forth, taken every 
5 .^ars. Census Bureau surveys, on the other hand, do not reach every mem- ' 

. ber of a population, but only a scientificaMy: selected sample frDm''whom 
generalizations about the whole population are made. -

Surveys are less expensive than censuses, ||hey may be taken more often (many 
ate taken annually and a few occur raonthJ^Xf and. even weekly), and a wider 

. y^iii^'^y information can be obtained. . Most surveys have a sample size " 
large enough to support generalizations only at the national level, whereas ' 
the census-of population and housing provides data for States, counties 
cities, villages^ neighborhoods, and even city-blocks. Unfortunately, be- 
tween each decennial cen.sus the 'data can become quite out. of date, though' • 
soitfB areas change more than others. Surveys help the user update the census - 
m general, but usually will not be of any help foB. particular small areas.-. 

limited amount of daU rs al9o compiled through t+ie administrative records ' 
Jif-^ther agencies. Birth, deathj tax, and other records are used jn prepar- 
ing estimates of the population between censuses. . ^ ^

While census" refers to a particular type of data collection, the term u«n 
sus data" IS used loosely and may ;refer either to data. from a. particular cen 
_sus or to all types of data collected by the Census Bureau.

Section III: "SUMMARY DATA"* AND CONFIPENTIALI/TY 




Census data are published in unanalyzed form in detailed stat,istical tables. 



Users must pick out facts of interestX from them, make comparisons, and.drpw 
their own conclusions.. . \ /. ^ 

Published census data include no information gbout' individual people or 
households,, but' rather counts or* frequencies of persons, families or 
housing units in different oategories, as .illustrated, for instance, in 
figure 4.1, page 35. In this way "the answers of individual respondents are 
kept strictly confidential, as required by law.. (The concept of summary 
data versus microdata or irldividual questionnaire record^ is further 
elaborated in the section on public use /samples, page 68.) ^ .

A. Confidentiality of Current Census Records 

, Each 1970 census questionnsfire stated "Your answers are CONFIDENTIAL. 

The tew requires that you answer the questions ,to the best of your* knowl- 
edge. Your answers will be used , only for statistical purposes and cannot, 
by law, be disclosed to any person outside the Cehsus Bureau for any 
reason whatsoever." Census reeords on indiyiduals'^e not available to 
the Internal Revenue' Servica, the F.BvI. or'^anyof^e el^. The Census 
Bureau has an unblemished record of maintaining strict j^dherence to both 
the letter and the spirit of the Federal law protecting' confidentiality. ' 

In an era of suspicion of government, it is not uncommon that students 
ar.e sceptical that i.nciividual records of people ate really kept confi- 
dential without exception. ' perhaps the best example of the strength of 
the current census law and practice dates hack to World War II >yhen 
Japanese-An^ericafUs on the Wdst Coast were being removed tg detentiojS^ 
camps. The War Department- attempted to obtain a list of all 
Japanese-Americans enumerated in the 1940 pensus.* In spite of^ the 
national emergency, the Cefisus^^Buyeau held to^its position on the 
absolute eonfidentiality of individual records, and the War Depart- , ^

Census taking has traditionaldy involved enumerators going house to house^ 
asking questions and recording answers. The major innovation of the 1970 
census was "census-.by-,ri&il." All households received a qifestidnnaire in the 
mail and were asked to complete it on Census Day, April 1, 1970. In "census- 
m^f^ i-f^^^' covering about three-fifths'. of the population, mostly in' 
metropolitan^ar^ the householder then merely put his questionnaire in the 
.mail to<the CensV^Bureau. As f o.rms came in they were checked against a 

f ,f ^^J^^^^^s compiled- in advance with Postal Service assistance, 
and households not responding were contacted by personal visit. In other

The mail probedure has several important advantages. Answers are more accu- 
rate, since the householder has time to think over the questions and ^to con- 
sult household records. Costs are. reduced because fewer enumerators are • 
needed. There is less chance of houses or multi-unit structures being, missed 
since^-a thorough listing- of addresses is compiled in advance. And finally, 
•the procedure offers greater privacy to the respondent. • 

The form the ^respondent {filled out was designed to be ^ read" by^an ootical 
scanning system sensing blackened dots on the page/a^ can be seen in the ' 
facsimile questionnaire on pages 10 to 16^. After some checking and coding 
by personnel in census offices-^the questionnaires., were phAqgraphed onto 
■microfilm, read by the optical scanning system (caIled^.)^O.s!itC)' and recorded, 
on^computer tape. These tapes. were then processed by computer to*produce . 
data^tables as » described later in. the chapters on, 'data products (chapters 4,

B. Long' Form Questionnaires 

Twenty percent of all households, scattered evenly throughout* all areas, 
completed a long -form questionnaire. The long form started with all of 
the above complet§-count questions, adde(J another page of housing questions, 
the*h a pair of extra pages Tor each of 'the people in- the household. JJhe 
questions asked only on long fgrms and not on short forms are referred * 
to as sample questions. Sinc^ there v^ere more sample' questions than it 
, . seemed »teasonable to ask of any one householder, two versions of the - 

long-form questionnaire were used. One went to 15 percent of all house- 
holds, the. other went to 5 percent. About half of the sample questions 
■ . r were asked on both versions arid are referred to as 20-percent questions,

Section III: SAMPLE SrZE AND ITS SIGNIFICANCE

For most items, the respondent answered simply by filling in one of. sev- 
eral circles which indicated the category relevant to the i^^ondent.

code data are used extensively by marketers and others whose mailing 
lists are ordered b^ ZIP code. While ease of coding one's own address 
files is an important advantage, users should consider several impor- 
tant disadvantages of using ZIP code areas for statistical purposes:

. Section II< HIERARCHICAL RELATIONSHIPS AMONG ,GEOGRAPHIC UNITS 



There are hierarchical relationships among. , th^ geographip units used by the 
Census Bureau.^ Sonfe of these relationships are -deraonstcated in figures 3.5 

» and 3;7 (also shown as figures 2 and 3 in the Student Workbook) ♦ As they 
indicate, governmental units an.d st^atistical units intermingle - e.g., Stated . 
are grouped to define the statistical divisions and regions j political juris- 
dictions such as counties are subdivided into statistical units called enumera- 
tion districts and block groups. Metropolitan countieb are the basic build- 

^ing blocks for Standard M&tropolitan Statistical Areas. As figure 3.7 also 
demonstrates, both urban and rural populations may live in SMSA's as well as 
nonmetropolitan counties, demonstrating that metropolitan/nonmetropolitan and 
urban/rural are not interchangeable concepts. 

Note thqt part B of figure 3.7 is accurate only for SMSA's outside New England. 
For New England "metropolitan minor civil divisions" should replace "metropol- 
itan counties." 

A few of the more complex relationships are worth stating explicitly. Outside 

of urbanizpd areas, the enumeration district' is the basic building block. No 
V place, MCD, "CCD, tract, or county ever crosses an ED boundary, and each could- 

be defined as hc\ aggregation of ED's. Urban and rural areas are generally 
\made up -of whole ED's except for r'elaitively rarje "mixed ED's" on the edges of ' 

^ome Cirbani^ed areas. * . ' ' • 

Where ED's occur inside urbanized areas, the same relationships hold except , ^ 
that blocks are available as a smaller unit for analysis. 

Blocks are bounded by* physical features and disr^g^^ lines of political juris- 
diction where they are not readily visible. Jhus Blocks^^pan cross place, MCD, 
ward, and ED boundaries, but not tract fcjoundaries. Similarly, where^block 
groups replace ED's, they do not ^observe place, -ward or MCD lines, but of coursV- 
block groups are necessarily subdivisions of- tracts.

Since SMSA's outside of New England are defined in tprms of whole 
counties, it is normally possible to reconstruct census data for an SMSA 
according to any time period. "Changes to established SMSA's have oc- 
curred prim^ridy 2 to 3 years after the 1960 and 1970 censuses as addi- 
tions were made based on commuting data from the .censuses. ' TFius a 'large 
number of SMSA's noW have definitions different from those given in the 
1970 census. New SMSA's are added from time to time, a number as a re- 
sult* of liberaiization of certain central city size requirements, as 
discussed on page 22. ^ ' ^ 

C. Urbanized Areas 

Criteria for urbanized area definition remained fairly , consistent between 
^1960 and 1970. By nature urbanized areas^are likely to change from decade 
to decade. Since population density;^ for very ^ small areas is one of the 
criteria i urbanized areas cannot be redefined between' censuses

Changes between 1960 and,,1970 census tracts are noted in traet compara-

E. yEnumeration Districts * * . 

There is no systematic continuity between 1970 census enumeration districts 

those from prior Qensuses. Certain unpublished tables are available

F. Blocks ' /• ^ 

Block statistics. for places of 50,000 or more were published in 1940, 1?50, 
.^pd 1960. Extension of the block statistics to cover the urban fringe 
outside of those cities was a major innovation for 1970. The .trac.t number 
^ Is an/essential part of the block identification.- The systenj^f^r block 
rifimbering within tract is toompletfely different for 1970. ^Block numbering 
for 194b 'to\i96p was Relatively consistent.

the data. Maps in PC(1), HC(1), HC(3) and PHC(l) reports have been 
mentioned already. Introductory material describes basic features of the 
census. Definitions of geographic terms are in the "Appendix A" of the 
.various reports. Concept definitions, frequently with facsimilies af 'the 

. relevant parts of the census questionnaire and associated respondent 
instructions are in "Appendix B". PHC(l), PC(l)-C, PC(1)-D, and HC(1)-B 
reports include an "Appendix C" entitled "Accuracy of the Data" which 
discusses rionsampling errors, sample weighting, and sampling variability.

'data are an the reports. Instructors frequently find it convenient to 
photocopy selected data tabled for studentife, but it is important to alst) 
inform them where to find the textual material relevant to interpretation 
of the datg.

Section III: ADVANTAGES AND DISADVANTAGtS OF PRINTED REPORTS RELATIVE TO 
COMPUTER SUMMARY TAPES 



There are several advantages 'and disadvantages associated with the use pf ^ 
the printed reports, as^ compared to working with the computer summary tapes 
discussed in chapter 5.^ 

A. * Advantages ' . ' 

1. i'.Cost - Pointed reports are relatively inexpensive, usually under $5.00. 

2. ' Ease of "Use - Printed reports, copfrain in a single documeqt all that 
.,is needed to understand the datpj^.4abeled table's, data in ey6- 

♦ ^ readable form, an introductory' text which explains, relevant concepts, 
inf prmation about statistical reliability, and :maps. They are easier c 
to u'sp than summary tapes for many purposes. Thfe summary , tapes require 
^* several explanatory documents in addition to "the tapes tfjiemselves 
as well as computer resources. Using the summary tapes also' means 
working with programmers who have to^ translate analyst needs into a 
set of instructions understood by the computer. ^ ;

Availability - Printed reports may.be more reaSily available than^ 
census computer tapes.

B. Disadvantages 



1. Less Information - The printed reports do not provide as much infor- 
mation as the summary tapes. It simply is not practical to put all 

. of the tabulated data on tape into the form of printed reports--^the 
result would be too voluminous^ too cumbersome to work jvith, and too 
expensive. Figure 4.6 illustrates the differences between the level - 

• of detail on tape and in print for blocks and tracts ^e.g., 21 age 
categories by, blodk on tape versus 2. percentage figures in print.) 

2. - Less Geographic JDetail - The printed reports do not provide as much 
. geographic detail as the summary tapes. They do not, for example, 

contain data for ZIP Code areas, enumeration. districts, or block 
. groups. Whereas the PC(1) and HC(1) reports give more subject detail 
for large , geographic areas than fdt small areas, summary tapes have 
a uniform amount of detail for all of the areas they contain. 

3. Harder "to Deal with Large Amounts of Data - It may be generally easier 
to use reports than tapes to look up a few numbers, byj- when the vol- 
ume of numbers being analysed is very large, computers '.cljn deal with 

-that volume of data from 'tape more quickly and accurately than a^cler- 
ical effort with rejDorts.

The Six "Counts" of Small Area Data ■ 

All of the data presented in the various report series could not all be 
tabulated at once for a number of practical reasons. Data for' each of 
the major report series providing substate data were generated in one 
of six major computer tabulation runs called "counts", individually des- 
ignated as the First Count, Second Count, and so an.. Each count involved 
the tabulation of data for certain kinds of areas, but not for others. * 
Two, and sometimes three, kinds of data products were derived from each 
count: printed reports, public-use summary tapes, and in two cases 
computer-output microfilm. The products of the various counts can be 
noted in the heading of figuije 4.3 (page 40). Generally we refer only 
to the public-use summary tap^s when speaking of a particular count. 

1. 1970 Census Summary Tape Chart - Figure 5.2 summarizes the six counts 
and the Various' "files" into which they are subdivided. Within each 
count all of the data tables and formats are the same. Files A, B, 
or C within a count separate data for different types of geographic 
areas, but otherwise provide the same tabulations. ^

listed in chapter 2 (page 8 )? may be used ^ sources. * 

Algorithms for Computing' Standard Errors - The technical documenta 
tion of sample summary tapes does not contain a discussion of accura 
.of the data corresponding to Appendix C of PC(1), HC(lO, or PHC(l) 
reports.* Those discussions^,, or the material inchapter7, should be 
referenced by the user of Fourth Count, Sixth^ Count, aftd^'subj^t 
report tape data. Users of the Fifth Count should refer to the sam- 
pling variability discussions in Data Access Description ,NoV 36. 
These discussions provide algorithms for computing standard- errors 
and confidence intervals, as .stressed in chapter 7. * ^ ^ 

Programs for Retrieving Summary Tape Data - The Census Bureau prepared 
programs in the DAUList series to ^lisplay data from .all of the counts 
excepf-the^ Sixth Count. Figure 5.6 illust/atea ^a DAUList printout. 
Each program, is written irj FORTRAN IV or COBOL so . that it is relatively 
straightforward to modify for-^use on^a system other than the IBM -360/40 
for which it was written.^. -These programs-make .selective, retrieval 
of specific tables fqr specific areas, but they do not generate de- 
rived or comparative statfistics or do anything else except to easily . 
provide printouts- of the ^data on tape. Since the -program tape also 
. .proj/ides labels l*or. the data in ^computerized form, it may Slso be W 
use to prograifiraers developing more sgecialized, programs. The DAUList

Data users outside the Bureau of the Census have developed other pro- 
grams which process*. the summary tapes, oftep id more sophisticated 
ways. A listing of those, programs known to be available is maintained 
by the Data User Services Division in its "Computer Program Inter- 
change." The list is available as Census User Bulletin Ho. 12, and is 
updated through articles in Data User News . 

Finding Tables in Summary- Tape Documentation - The Index "to 1970 
Census Su mmary Tapes provides an effective method for locating ^ 
tables in summary tape documentation.' Its key to geographic areas 
provides a complete comparative listing of areas summarized in each 
of the Counts. There are three alphabetically organized- sections 
of the Ind6x: its cross-reference guide (an index ta the index), 
the' index to Counts 1 through 5, and the separate Sixth Count 
index which actually takes up over half of the publication due 
to the complexity of Sixth Count tables. .The index does not 
cover subject report tapes. ' • 



As is shown in figure 5.7, the Index to 1970 Census Summary Tap es ' 
describes tables in terms of their variables and indicates the hum- 
ber of categories of each, but does not list the specif ic" categories. 
Tape documentation or a DAD 4s still required for this purpose. 

Historical Summary Data on Tape « ^ i ' 

Summary tapes from the 1960 census are no longer -available from the Census 
Bureau. Several series were created, however, and these may be available 
from certain Summary Tape Processing Centers. Data from those tapes 
have been retained by the Census Bureau in publications or unpublished ' 
printouts discussed in chapter '4 and DAD No. 35. -The Bureau has main- 
tained its capacity to produce special tabulations from 1960 sample data. 
Public use samples of 1960 d4jba are also available (see Section III). 

Selected data items from the 1^50 and 1960 censuse^ were included in the 
1952 and 1962 County and City Data Bo oks which are. also available on tape. 
Data for States, counties, metropolitm areas, and cities" of 25,000 or 
more are included.

Since it was obviously impossible to'.meet ail conceivable data 
needs within the budget for. the 1970 census, the^' Bureau developed a capability 
to prepare additional "special" tabylations whenever a ^prospective user was 
willing to pay for the nece ssary programming ♦ computer time and related ad- 
ministrative costs. This, type of service can be performed only at the Census 
Bureau, since it involves retabulation of the. Bureau's confidential basic 
^ record tapes. Jhe data proyided to the customer are in the form of tabula- 
tions which have been edited to exclude any ipformation which could disclose 
information about any individual. The output may be on printouts, computer • 
tapes or computer-output microfilm .^^^ -s

Thus 
populatipnAdata in a housing report may disagree slightly with correspond-r 
irig data in a population peport, as illustrated in figure 7.2. 

Jhe point ^of ^his discussion is that,- whTle estimates from 'samples need, 
not e^ctly*equal the complete count, t;hey frequently do, and it mayC 
catph the user off guard wHen they#do not. Such discrepancies are espe- 
cially likely to be nbticec\in census tract reports where, for e^<'ample, 
table P-1 was produced from complete cqunt data 'and P-2 dnd other 'tables 
. were developed from sample data — both tables list the total population 
at the top. Fourth Count and Fifth Count t^es contain 20-percent, 15-' 
percent ^ and 5-percent data, and -totals from the" different samples may 
or may not precisely agree, just as they may disagree .with Second Count 
(complete cour^t) data'. ' ' - 

This type of discrepancy is illustrated in figures 7.2 to 7.4. Notice 
that in figure 7.2, the only discrepahcies occur in counties less than . 
2,500: and the counties following them. This "is because county boundaries 
are always respected in defining weighting areas. This" is not true /in 
figure 7.4 for MCD's, since MCD's are usually ignored in the sariipl/ weight- 
<, ing process' and differences more neaf-l y r e f l-e e ^&afflpHfig variabilVty as — 
discussed in Section V. ' . . • • 

C- Discrepancies in Complete Count Subject Items 
• , i ^ ^ 

The sample weighting process works to minimize differences between com- 
plete colints and sample estimates for certain basic age, race, sex, re^la- 
tionship,', tenure, and household-size categories. Complete-^count data 
will still usually rnot agree exactly with the same data produced from a 
sample, wijy. then are any complete count items tallied from sample data? 
First, cros^-tabulations of sample and complete-count' data are frequently 
of interest. Second, complete-count items are offe§n used as bases of 
percentages for sample items.. For example, in de..feermining;^the percentage 
of 16-to-21-year-olds who are not high school graduates, the base figure 
for ages 16-21 would preferably be taken from the same sample source as 
the numerator. ' * ' - 

Id som6 cas€3 it may be desirable to adjust complete count and sample 
figures into closer agreemerit.

Section IV: NONSAMPLING ERRORS ' :i 

Human an^ mechanical errors .occur in any mass statistical operation such 
as a decennial census. Some people missed being counted at all (estimated 
2.5?o of the total). Others may have misinterpret-ed certain questions or / 
sfcipped ,an item on the qu^stiorinaire. And, as discussed earlier in the 
section on. correction notes, errors were sometimes made in geographic, 
coding or data processing. Careful efforts were made at every step in 
census cbllection and processing to keep errors. at a practical minimum.

A statistic called the standard error allows one to estimate how mudh 
chance \ariation to allow for. ^ Tables which can be used to estimate 
stendard>^errors for particular numbers appear in almost any census report 
based 'on sample data, as discussed below in 'Sectiqn ,C. 

Errors due to chance tend, in the long tun, to occur in a particular * 
pattern. About. Half of 'them deduce the estimate and about .half of thifem 
.increase it/ Small errors (errors close to zero) happen nr^e often than 
large errors. About two-thirds, of the time the effect of sampling vari- 
ability on a particular estimate will be less than tj;ie standard erpof of. 
that estimate. Th_e chances are also about 19 out of 20 that the estimate 
will be off by less than twice the standard error, and eboyt "99 out of 
100 that the difference is less than 2% times the stargiard error; In 
these statements we are comparigg the estimate to a* corresponding com- ■ 
plete count rather than to the "true value." Sample estimates can be ^ 
affected by errors in processing,, biases in aresponses and' other forms* 
of nonsampling error, in Ihe same ways that complete counts are affected.

it, is it is affected by hq^.the sample was drawn, (4) the estimation 
process, and (5)*local variatibn in the homogeneity of a population •with 
regard to a characteristic. Tables D and E or the 'corresponding forftiulas 
'accounjt f or ^the first component and part of » the second. Factors such as 
those in table F then account for subject to subject, variations ih sam- 
pling fraction and the effects of the sample des^ign and the estimation 
process. Local variation is not accounted for and becomes part of the 
noise in the estimate. ' . ^ \ 

Looking at Table F one can notice jthat (1) factors for 15-perpent subject 
items are larger than those, for 20-percent items;'^^(2) subjects involved 
in the ratio-estimation process, e.g., household relationship and tenuire, 
tend to have smaller factors tlpan do 'other subjects; and (5) items which 
are likely to be the same for all members of .a\household, «.g. , race, ^ 
residence in 1965, and poverty status for. persons, nave the highest fac- 
tors due to clustering of th6 sampled units. 1 »

Factors may differ from report to report. Reports with more detailed data 
have more detailed factor tables. Table F has no faotors for 5-^ercent 
data since the report from which it was taken had no, 5-Tpercent data. The 
factors were originally^develqped during processing pf States in particu- 
lar groupj^, and Cwi^ain factors may differ slightly r rom one part of the. 
country to another." \ , ■ • " 

In, cross tabulations there ma/ be two or more applicable factors. Use of 
the largest applicable factor is the* best available rule of thumb. 

Section VI: SUPPRESSION ' ^ . ^ 



In order to p;rotect the confidentiality promised respondents and reqCiired by 
law, it is nibcessary for the Census" Bureau to make sure that its published, 
dataj in prim or on tape,'^ do not disclose information about particular indi- 
viduals. Therefore the Bureau withholds, or eupp^esses, tabulations of char-. 
Hcteristid^ orV very small groups of people or housing units,* but. in such a 
way thatt it isXstill possible to show those characteristics at higher levels 
pf aggregationA As illustrated in figure 4.1 or 4.5 '(pages 55 or 44) sup- ^ 
pressed data are\ replarc^d by an ellipsis "..."in printed reports. On sum- 
mary tapes negatiive numbers (-1 or -2) signal suppression in data cell?. 



(The ellipsis is also used in reports to replace medians or other summary 
statistics where the number of cases in the distribution is not large enough r 
for the computation of a reasonably reliable statistic.) 

For the user, the suppression of certain, data may be inconvenient, particularly 
if one is trying to aggregate data for blocks or tjracts to larger user-defined 
areas. The inconvenience can be lessened if one understands the riUes the 
Census Bureau followed in its disclosure analysis. 

A. . General Principles . . • 

1. The total population^ or housing count within an area is never sVip- 
pressed, even if there is a count' of " only one. 

2. Suppression in complete-count data is designed around a "ru^e of 5*'- 
for pertain critical universes. If^ there are fewer than five hous- 
ing units in an area, then no housing characteristics are shown. 
Therefore, when a number is , suppressed in. complete-count, data, you at 
least know that the number was in the range of one to four. Note 
that if the same area has five 'or more persons then population- char- 
acteristics c^n be shown, even if all housing data are suppressed.. 
Population characteristics cross-classified by race have an additional 
levei of scrutiny: , thfere rfiust be five or more persons in a racial 
category before dat& (e.g. an age distribution) can be shown for that 
race^. For complete-count housing data, the rule of five similarly • 

. applies to each race-of-head category and also to separate distribu- 
■ tions for owners, renters, or vacant units.* 

3. For 20-percent sample data the rule of 5 becomes a rule of T> in the 
estimate (representing roughly 5 sample cases), and 25 become? ^the 
minimum number of persons or housing, units in the critical universes 
for further data to be shown. Ccyrrespondingly the cutoff, is 33 for 
15-percent data and 100 for Sr-percent data. Suppressiori-ds normally 
of lesser concern in sample data since any number small enough to be 
suppressed would not have been reliable anyway. ^ 

4. In some cases complementary suppressioin may be required, for example 
in a table where Jiousehold size is shown for owners, renters and 

the total — if there are fewer than five renters then data- fbr owners ' 
must'^be suppressed to prevent derivation* of renter data by subtrac- 
tion from the total. • ' 

5. Data for each area are 'suppressed independently, tiiatJs,'on their 

own merits. Thus if data.ifor two blocks are suppressed, but data , . 

are shown for aH**otRgr blocks within the tract, then the total^'oF 
. the Ather blocks can be subtracted from the' tract figure to obtain a 
• totaT^for the two suppressed blocks. This process frequently can 

yield a. reasonable approximation for the missing data in* each area. 

6. -Jhe same rule§ apply to summary data on tape .as apply to data in print... 

Of course since there is. much more data for very small areap on tape, 



suppression is a more' frequent ofecurence on tape than in print. The , 
concept of suppression applies only to summary data and not to public 
use samples, where the restrictions on geographic detail precluUe the 
need for any suppression of particular ^subject items. 

User Notes 



1. Users occasionally misunderstand^ the "rule of 5" and are surprised 
to- find a table showing, for instance, "that there fs.only one black 
person in an area (assuming more than 5 total population). The num- 

' ber of persons in each rate category will not be suppressed if the 
^^total population is five or mbrev(25*, 33, or 100 in; sample data)"but 
; * an age distribution pr other data" about bla_cks will be withheld if 
there*'are fewer than 5 total blacks. As another example, occupation 
data (20?o sample) could be shown for -a universe of 10 or. 15 employed 
persons provided that there are 25 total persons (estimated) in the 
area — employed persons is not a critical universe and car^ be less 
than the criterion. ' « 

2. Data for* black or Spanish-American populations are not shown in PC(1) 
-C, HC(1)-B, or PHC(l) reports if there are fewer than 400 of that 
minority in a given area. This is not disclosure suppression,, but . 
merely represents ^an' attempt to reduce publication costs. Sample 

^ data for black or Spanish-American populations of 25 to 399 are shown 
in^the corresponding Fourth Count' tapes. * 

3. Suppression does not occur, in the^subject reports or on the-Si^th'

4. ^ On sciinmary t^pes,-* critical .universes whioh are zero have their asso- 

ciated data suppressed^ * In these cases it is usually possible to 
determine from other tables that the universe is in fact zero, 'and 
therefore all subcategories of the universe are "necessarily, zero. 
'; This is not a problem in printed reports where zero universes are 
i not suppressed. .

While tl^ Census of Pop'ulatioi> apd Housing is generally considered tfie most 
authoritative source of iRformatipn about the American population thfere are 
many meeds thS^' the census cannot meet. Once ^ cengtis iVseveral years, old 
it^maynot be burrent enough for many purposes. Many data usets want to study - 
. trends more; immediate than just from ,one'yeo^dB ,to,'the next. Other's need 
.'dat3 on subjects, which were. not asked in the census. . . * 

[ To meet these need the Census Bureau l^as a' number of statistical programs - \ 
special/censuses, estimates and projectiphs, sampLe survj^ys. From the user's * 
point, of view these programs fall> into Twd^-cati^gories: (jl) those which pri,- 
maril'y provide updated population* figures for areas as small as counties. and . 
'.cities; and (2) those which estimate^a wide\ariety of characteristics 'but " . 
generally only at the National or regional level; There are some exceptions 
to this dicKptomy described below {e^g,, per capita income estimates for 
.small areas, Annual HojJsi*ig" Sur^i^ys f or selected SMSA*s), but normally one 
/nuat choose between geographic 'and subject mgtter specificity when lo6l<ing 

' fop: inter censal data. / "

The Current Population Sdtvjey is a ^boUsehold sample survey of the civil- 
ian norpinstitutional population of the United States. Its primary tapk 
is to produce monthly statistics on unefiiployment and the labor force, as 
published by the Bureau of Labor Statfj^tics in its monthly bulletin 
■ Employment and Eilnings . • ' ' . \. 

CPS also'serves as a vehicle for supplemental inquiries on subjects oth- 
er than employment periodically added^ to the questionnaire. ^ From the 
basic 'and supplemental data the Bureau of* the Census issues four series 
]Qf publipations under the general title. Current, Population Reports :

4. Statement of Survey Methodology - Much of the important develo|?/nen- 
tal work in thfe' field of surveyj.methodology has emerged, in; the plan- 
ning and execution of the Current Population Survey -^over t^jfie last 
three decades. Its methodological statement, a new revision of

Annual Housing Survey (AHS) .
